Therefore We by theſe Preſents, which we will to have the Force of 
an Edi@, ot our certain knowledpe, full Power, Abſolute Authority, and 
with the Advice of our Council, grant to the ſaid Proteſtants ample Par- 
don and Entire Abſolution, Remiſhon and Abolition of all Crimes, which 
they had been raxed with for Contravention of Our Edicts of the. 1 37h 
of Fanuary and gth of April 1686. as well in general as particular, and 
of all others which they have committed in dependance of the ſaid Eaids, 
how Enormous and great ſoever they migſt=be, without excepting any, 
even that of lzx{e Majeſty Divine and Humane, and which require ſpeci- 
fick or individual Mention, and of all the Pains declared or. incured b 
_ reaſon of them. Revoking and Annulling, for this End; the ſaid Edits and 
their Regiſtrings, as alſo rhe Declarations of Puniſhments, Sentences, Or- 
dinances and all other Atts and Orders made in Execution of the faid 
- EdiQts againſt the ſaid Proteſtants ; fo thatqor the future they ſhall re- 
main withourany Force and Effect, as if they had never been made.
